FOUND HANGING. 


RUSSIAN DIES IN MENTAL 
WARD, |. 


Shanghai, July’ 22. 
An inquest was conducted yester- 
day at the Public Mortuary, by 


Judge Chao and Mr. A. Stevenson, || + 


the Senior Consul's deputy on the 
body of Sergius Garnett, an em- 
ployee in. the Health Department 
of the Shanghai Municipal Council, 


‘| who hanged himself ‘by a cord at- 


tached to the iron bars outside the 
window of the. room occupied by 
the deceased at the mental ward of 
the Victorin Nursing Home. 
Evidence was given by Det.-In- 
spector Schmidt who said that ‘cte- 
ceased who.was.36 years of age was 
found hanging by Mr. B. Stone an 
attendant at the Nursing Home. 
The body was immediately cut down 
end Dr. Bary was called but life 
was pronounced to be extinct, De- 
ceased had, been a patient in the 


Dr. Bary said that the deceased 
suffered from mental trouble. He 
had an idea that he was being per- 
secuted by everyone and that they 
were trying to do him harm... De- 
ceased had escaped from another 
hospital and: had been placed in the 
Nursing Home mental ward, 

A verdict of “Suicide whilst of 
unsound mind’ was returned. De- 
ceased is survived by his wife who 
is at present in Shanghai, 


ADMIRAL VON TIRPITZ. 

Grand Admiral von Tirpitz has 
for some time been on a visit to 
Me son-in-law, who is German 
envoy at Copenhagen, and his 
daughter, Frau von Hassel, and 
has been Hving at the Legation.

industry throughout the world, 

What shippers require in their 
own interests, as well as those of 
producers and consumers alike, 
are steady freighty and ample gup- 
plies of tonnuge, and those condi- 
tions are not present ‘while the 
freight market ts exposed to attack 
either’ by way of: flag’ discrimina- 
tion, preferential rates, or sub- 
sidies which come out of the pockets 
of overburdened taxpayers, -

OF EXPERIMENTS. 
\ 


Tank experiments on ship models 
for ascertaining the suitability of 
hull formation, dimensions of pro- 
pellers and effect of appendages, is 
now a well-established science, the 
original tank having been — intro- 
duced by William Froude more than 


half a century ago, it is only neces- |: “ 


sary to compnre the results of 


‘trials of a ship built in, say, 1880, 


with a present-day product, in order 
to realise the grent advances which 
have been made as the result of 
these experiments. Like many 
other proposals of value, Froude's; 
system was not immediately adopt- 
ted generally, and for many years 
the only tank. in use for mercantile 
work was owned by Messrs, William 
Denny and Brothers, of Dumbarton; 
it is clear from recent statements, 
that in spite-of long usage and the 
time available for systematic ex- 
periments, valuable deductions arc 
still being made from the tests at 
that establishment. 

The system was later. adopted by 
all the leading maritime powers, 
and the transactions of the techni- 
eal Institutions contain many valu- 


Jable contributions from the vari- 


ous experimenters, all‘ of which 
have been of extreme value to prac- 
titioners, The reasons given by 
Mr. G. 8. Baker, in a recent paper 

read before the North-East Coast; 
Institution of Engineers and Ship-j 
builders, for further pursuit of this! 
Subject, are therefore worthy of the 
serious consideration of ship de- 

signers‘and owners. Although so 
much data is now available, and 
the improvements have: been so 
greut, it should, not be thought that 
the limits of application have been 
reached. 

Weather. Conditions. 

To give a particular instance of 
the direction’ in which research 
should be continued, we might men- 
tion one of the points ‘named by 
Mri Baker, viz.:—that of ascertain- 
ing the best form for rough —wea- 
ther conditions. This is a phase 
of the aubject which ig still in its 
infancy, and any results which 

have been -published are very In- 
conclusive. In thé case of full 
rargo steamers, it'is found by tank 
experiment that, for smooth water 
conditions, the best position ot the 
jongitudinal centre of buoyancy is 
between one’ and two per cent. for- 
ward of amidships, but it could not 
be definitely stated that such. dia- 
tribution would also be best under 
heavy weather conditions. 

There is evidence from ships logs 
to suggest that a much better re-

sult is then obtainable with the 
centre of buoyancy aft'of amid- 
ships, but whether the difference is 
due to that factor alone or to some 
combination of circumstances is 
open to doubt; methodical experi- 
ments would possibly throw some 
Hight on this point, There is also 
still a very wide field for ‘research 
in connection’ with the association 
of propellers to hulls, and the 
points raised by Mr. Baker are Im- 
portant illustrations of the -im- 
provement which can be effected in 
what. may.. ‘appear to be insignifi- 
cant details... 

A complete. act of experiments 
can be carried out for a ship at be- 
tween 2001. and 4001, and it will 
be generally agreed that. this, is o 
very trifling expenditure i in relation 
to the average cost of a vessel, 
which Mr. Baker places at between 
20,000], and several millions | of 
pounds,, We would observe in this 
connection that there are many 
types of vessel of considerably less 
value which are worthy of, and 
would benefit commercially by, 
thorough irivestigation : as an exam- 
ple, we might cite the case of tugs.

WATER CO. AND FOREIGN 
"ACCOUNTS. 


REFUSING CENTRAL BANK BILLS 


The “Central China Post" of. July 
16 ‘contains the following interest- 
ing article on the position | of the 
Hankow' Waterworks Electric Light 
Company. : 

Foreign consumers of water and 
users of electric current were sur- 
prised ‘to receive a printed 
notice from the Hankaw  Water- 
works and Electric Light Company 
which read as follows i— 

: Notice. 


It is to our regret that at. pre- 
sent foreign trading firms are re- 
fusing -to accept bank-notes of Han- 
kow currency. Ag this company 
has to pay for materials, expecially 
cout and oil, great difficulties are 

_ experienced in obtaining Shanghai 
money or silver dollars. In .view 
of the above fact, this company is 
unwillingly compelled to request 
their foreign consumers that as 
from this month (June), their bills 
‘for water and electricity be paid in 
silver dollars or such bank-notes as 
they would receive from us.

Where is all the Silver?. 

It probably is nsource of regret 
to many besides the management of 
the Waterworks, that foreign firms 
refuse to necept the banknotes of 
the Central China Bank, ind as 
their circular evidenees they are 
bevinning to realise the fact that 
if goods have to be purchased 
abroad, or outside the sphere in 
which «a Gévernment has the power 
to enforce its exactions, such goods 

_ must be paid for in real money, and 
unless such goods are sold for 
money of an equivalent value, then 
there speedily comes an end to all 
trade no matter af, what nature. 
Those within the sphere may live 


for a time by the proverbial “taking 
in of each other's washing,” or they 
are compelled ‘ta fall back to a 
primitive state of exchange and 
barter, Coal and oil not forming 
part of the products of Hankaw, 
there is no possibility of the Com- 


. pany exchanging their water and|- 


current for these — essential 
ducts." Hence even this system 
would break down in the case under 
review. Whoever was responsible 
for the drafting of this circular 
has perhaps unconsciously express- 
ed the foundation of the whole 
trouble when he or they state that 
“great difficulties are experienced 
in obtaining silver money or 
dollars.” The question that should 
be asked is, ‘what has becone of 
the silver and the dollars.'’ People 
do not eat silver, and dollara do not 
disappear into thin air of their own 
volition, Even the wild assumption 
that military expenses -have been 
paid in dollars, and that every sol- 
dier has received all the pay due 
to him'in silver, does not account 
for the curious disappearance; sol- 
diers do not eat dollars any more 
than other people, and therefore 
the silver must be in existence 
somewhere in the country, The 
question for the management of the 
Waterworks and similar organisa- 
tions who find themselves in the 
same dilemma is where is'the much 
needed silver? 


. Are Chinese Approached? 

By what process of reasoning the 
directors of the Waterworks arrive 
at the conclusion that it is easter 
for their foreign consumers to ob- 
tain silver money than it is for 
the Chinese consumers the circular 
does not disclose. If it did, the 
minjority§ of foreign consumers 
would have heartily weleomed its 
appearance, and we suggest that a 

-further circular be issued contain- 
ing the necessary information. In 
which case there is no doubt but 
that foreign consumers will not 
only cheerfully pay in the currency 
requested, but will in addition, cele- 
brate their accession to knowledye 
by a display of illumination which 
will be of material benefit . to the 
Company, As it is not the foreign- 
ers who are responsible for the fact 
that Shanghai and other places re- 
fuse to accept Hankow paper cur~ 
rency, it would be pertinent to ask, 
why the circular particularly speci- 
fies foreign consumers, and whe- 
ther the same circular has been dis- 
patched to their Chinese consum- 
ers; particularly. the various Goy- 
ernment «departments. who ‘are 
lavish’ users of electricity, and in 
tle hot weather possibly of water 
00. 

Makes the Currency Good. . 

The relative proportion of coal 

- and of] consumed. to the volume of 
water and ‘current produced is a 
small one. The items which figure 
largely on the expense side of the 
Company's ledger, are the wages of 
employees and taxes, and it is quite 
certain that none of these have to 
be paid in foreign money. Of two 
foreigners who were employed by 
the Company one, the chief, was dis- 
missed by order of the Waterworks’ 
Coolies Union, without compensa- 
tion or-conaideration of the fact that 
two-thirds of his contract: ‘period 
of service was unexpired. Even 
had this gentleman's services been 

' retained up to'the present timo—as 
there was no stipulation in his con- 
tract to the contrary——there fs little 
doubt.. but that’ his salary 
would have’ been paid. in 
the curreney . in-- forea -- at} 
thia centre. The remedy does not 
Ne in asking foreigners to pay in 

'a different currency, it Mea with the 


pro- 


thatthe intake of water from a 
spring, and the pipe-lines, were 
constructed on the suggestion of 
one of the Department’s represen- 
tatives, and by the fact that it 
was not until four months later 
that action was taken by the De- 
partment.

NEW .TOKYO HOTEL. 


SEVEN STOREY STRUCTURE

Four registered packages con- 
tining Treasury notes to the value 
of £10,000 were among the contents 
of x matl-bag which wags lost in 
transit between Cardiff and London 
in mail week and is believed to 
have been stolen. 

The Treasury notes-were being 
sent by. Lloyds Bank, Cardiff. to 
the head office of the bank in 
London. eve 

The missing bag wan ‘despatched 
by the Great Western dining-car 
express for London which left 
Cardiff at 6.27 p.m. This train js 
timed to arrive at Paddington at 
9.40 p.m. . 

The bag, one of a heap of 21, 
was placed in the mail van of the 
train at Cardiff Station by postal 
officials. The van was locked, and 
was opened for a few minutes only 
at Newport’ and Swinden, when 
eter mails were ‘added to the 
pile, i 

The only other 
Cardiff and London was at Read- 
ing, but no mails were taken on 
there and.the van was therefore 
not opened at Reading. 

On the arrival of the train 
Paddington the bag in question 
was missing, and since then every 
effort to ‘trace it has failed, 

The missing bag waa one of what 
are known as “final! bags, which 
nre tied with pink labela to dis- 
tinguish them. Postal officials .say 
theré were three of: these in the 
‘train’ when it left Cardiff, ~ 

Thief’s Opportunity,

only two pink-label Cardiff bags 
were found’ immediate inquiries 
were telephoned to the South Wales 
city, and meanwhile the train was 
searched from end to end.

It is declared 
that the bags are never out of 
sight for a moment at Paddington. 

A number of cheques and other 
letters are stated to form part of 
the contents of the missing bug. 

Previous Mail Thefts. 

"It will be recalled that, in Octo- 
ber 1925, Treasury notes to the 
value of £6,000 were stolen in tran- 
sit by raflway froma mail-bag 
between Snow Hill Station, Bir- 
mingham, and Newport, Mon- 
mouthshire, The notes, made up 
in packages of £500-ench, were 
handed over in two parcels at the 
General Post Office, Birmingham, 
by a local bank, The mail-bag 
vanished. between its arrival at 
Snow Hill Station: and the exami- 
nation of the mails at Newport, 
when it was found that another 
bay had been substituted. 

In February last year a mail- 
bag with £2,000 in notes was miss- 
ed from a train while in transit 
from Bradford to Manchester.

JAPANESE ATTEMPT WITH

Manila, July 20. 

Masanobo Kono, Japanese .car- 
penter living at 815 Calle Eldorado,

LONDON RIFLE BRIGADE 
TABLET UNVEILED. 


‘GENTLEMEN OF BLACK BUTTONS’ 


i Brussels. 
Three hundred and fifty officers 
and other ranks of the London 
Rifle Brigade (5th City of Lon- 
don Regiment) crossed the 
Channel to see Licut.-General Sir 
H. F. M. Wilson unveil 8 memor- 
inl fo the regiment’s war dead in 
the cemetery at Ploegstcert—the 
Flanders village still remembered 
by thousands’ as. “Plugstreet.” 
The tablet commemorates 91 
officers and , 1,831 non-commis- 
sioned officers. and riflemen who 
were killed during the war. 
: Ploegsteert, 
After the tablet in the London 
Rifle Brigade Cemetery here— 
consecrated by the Bishop of Lon- 
don in | 1916—had been _ unveiled 
by Sir H. F. M. Wilson, who com- 
manded the 4th Division in 1914, 
‘srl Cairns, who commanded the 
regiment at the outbreak of war. 
said in the course of a_ brief 
address :— . : 
The 1st Battalion was treat- 
ed with the greatest kindneas 
and consideration by the in- 
habitants of this little town, I 
can recall’ actions which, after 
all these years, are still sur- 
prising in their generosity. If 
that spirit still lives, as I be- 
lieved it does, those who lie here 
are assured of respect ‘and re- 
cognition for all time—not only 
in London, but also ‘here ‘in

And I like to picture future 
generations taking their even- 
ing walks along the road which 
bounds our cemetery, and 
pointing as they pass to this 
gate, with the words, “There 
sleep the. ‘gentlemen of the 
Black Buttons.”. :

“THE NEW PHILIPPINES 
. SERVICE. 


The “Manila Bulletin” of July 
22, announcing the new radio 
service between Hong Kong and 
the Philippine Islands, says: 

The management of the Radio 
Corporation of the Philippines 
sald last night that beginning at 
7,30 a.m, to-morrow, June 23, it 
will open a commercial radlo 
telegraph service with Hong 
Kong. The circuit will be oper- 
ated in collaboration with. the 
Government post office authorities 
in the British Colony. The full 
rate per word “via RCP” will be 
23 centavos, which ig.a substan- 
tial reduction ‘in the existing 
telegraphic rate.’ Referred mes- 
sages will be accepted at one- 
half of the full rate.

don Express Newspaper, Ltd., and 
Mr. James Douglas, Editor of the 
“Sunday: Expreas,” was settled in 
the King’s Bench Division. 

Sir Patrick Hastings, K.C., for 
Miss Cooper, explained that the 
libel was contained in the issue of, 
the “Sunday Express” of Novem- 
er 7, 1926. Miss Cooper had 
brought. her action because she 
felt it was a growing habit among 
some people who wrote on theatri- 
cal matters to put in a newspaper 
paragraphs about members of the 
theatrical profession which would 
not be’ thought proper to- put 
in ubout other people. At 
the time of the publication Miss 
Cooper had been staying with a 
house party, ineluding Sir Gerald 
and Lady du Maurier, at the house 
of a man who was known all over 
the country. .

Early Settlement 
Probable. 


SHIPS MAY RUN SOON. 


Strikers Not Afraid Of 
: Blackiegs. 


Although there is no settlement 
as yet in,the dispute between the 
China Navigation Company. and 
the officers, the seneral atmos- 
phere is still one of optimism and 
it is thought possible that a few 
days may see a settlement reach- 
ed on general lines which will per- 
mit of the running of the boats 
whilst -outstanding points are 
being settled. f 

Pbsition in Shanghai. 
Shanghai, July 20. 

_ The Company has so far been 
unable to get any of the ships 
away from Hong Kong but a 
skeleton, service out of: Shanghai 
was inaugurated with three ships 
some days after the strike ‘start- 
ed, These ships were manned 
with officers who refused to join 
the strike and‘ having completed 
their voyages returned to Shang- 
hai and were soon busily loading 
cargo for another trip. 

The s.s. “Tatung” was yester- 
day despatched to Hankow and 
yiver ports and the ss, “Poyang”. 
will leave on a similar voyage on 
Friday. Friday the ss, ‘“Tung- 
chow” will sail for Weihaiwei, 
Chefoo and Tientsin, The s.s. 
“Shuntien” which has been tied 
up at Tientsin sinee sthe coih- 
mencement of the strike is ex- 
pected this morning and is being 
brought to Shanghai with a deck 
and engine room crew of officers 
who remained loyal to the Com- 
pany in Tientsin. ‘The = ss. 
“Pengtien” has been taken ‘from 
the wharves at: Tientsin to the 
Company's own wharf at Tongku 
where she will remain until a 
crew can be found for her. 


Ships in Outports. 
The Company is planning to 
gradually bring in all ships from 
the outports to Shanghai and 


those for which crews cannot be 
found will be ‘tied up until new 
men can be brought into the ser- 
vice to take the place of those on 
strike, This may mean a long 
process and wilh undoubtedly re- 
sult in a considerable loss to the 
Company but their minds have 
been made up that they will not 
submit to thé men’s demands for 
arbitration, 


The attitude of’ the men, ac- 
cording to the feelings expressed 
at a combined meeting of the two 
Guilds on Monday afternoon, is 
as fixed as ever and they are not 
the least disturbed by the an- 
nounced policy of the Company 
to run the ships’, with outside 
assistance. One of the Guild 
officials stated yesterday after-~ 
noon that there were very few 
efficient officers to be found in the 
East to-day who were not holding 
good positions already; and the 
few who were without employ- 
ment were very small and would 
not make much difference to the 
strike, either way. : : 

-A wireless message received by
